on strangling 


of beggar woman 


TEL AVIV. — Two films showing 
a reconstruction of the alleged 
strangling of an elderly beggar 
woman by two teen-age boys were 
shown in the Tel Aviv District Court 
yesterday. 

The boys, aged 16 and 17, are 
standing trial for the murder of 
Se’ada Adri outside her hut in the 
Bat Yam me’abara last June and 
stealing IL500 from her. ᾿ 

After defence counsel claimed the 
police had beaten the boys to 
extract a confession from them, the 
prosecution offered to show the 
films in court to prove the boys had 
“acted naturally” in their reconstruc- 
tlon of the crime before the police 
cameras. 

In the film, the boys “strangied 
a doll, representing the victim, 
Placed it in a wheelbarrow and 
dumped it in a garbage heap — 
where the body of the real victim 
was found. 

The court will rule next week on 
the admissibility of the evidence.

— America’s two big- 
gest international airlines, Pan 
American World Alrways and Trans 
World Airlines, said on Wednesday 
they would not exercise options to 
buy 13 Concorde Anglo-French 
Supersonic airliners.

Mrs. Postma and her husband, 
also a family doctor, have not com- 
mented on the case but 27 doctors in 
Friesland Province sent the couple 
two letters, stating that 18 of the 
signers had applied euthansia.

$1.75m. to woman who took polio vaccine 


PHILADELPHIA (AP). — The U.S. 
Government has been ordered to 
pay $1.75m. in damages to a woman 
who was striken with polio after 
taking a government-approved drug. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Griffin was pa- 
ralysed in 1963, one month after 
taking. a live virus polio vaccine, 
the orally induced Sabin type 3 vac- 
cine administered on ἃ mass basis 
on sugar cubes. 

U.S. District Court Judge Clarence 
Newcomer cited the woman's “ever- 
present δᾶ continuing agony” in 
blvdart the large damages pay- 
ment 

However, officials are now worried 
that the burden of responsibility 
placed on government certification 
of drugs may slow the release of 
some vaccines to the public. 

“What we're afrald is going to 
happen now ts that the agencies will 
worry more about insulating them- 
selves from lawsuits than writing 
regulations that will protect the pub- 
lic's health,” said an aide to Senator 
Abraham Ribicoff (Democrat, Con- 
necticut), head of a sub-cornmittee 
which has investigated the safety of 
vaccines, ᾿ 

The court ruled that the govern- 
ment was negligent in approving 
the batch of vaccine which included 
the dose taken by Mrs. Griffin on 
October 27, 1963 during an area- 
wide vaccination drive. 

One month later, Mrs. Griffin, 
then 41, lay in a hospital bed in a 
coma. Her doctors diagnosed her 
iNmess as paralytic poliomyelitis. 
She 15 still paralysed, confined to 
bed, wheel-chair and tilting table. 

Her husband, Richard, a retired 
Navy flier, was also awarded da- 
mages of $300,000 by Judge New- 
comer.

BAseine is a trade. Trading Is 
buying and selling, bargaining 
about the conditions of a deal. In 
earlier days every deal, even in the 
retail trade, wag an occasion for 
haggling, the seller asking a hich 
price, the buyer offering 2 low one, 
the final price being hammered out 
in a time-consuming argument. 
Some merchants prided themselves 
on being able to obtain different 
prices from different clients for the 
game merchandise. This attitude still 
persists in some wholesale tredes 


and in retail shops 
— those selling antiquities, for 
example — and, even more often, 


in the market. 


But in general retalling the lesson 
has been learned that haggling is 
an inefficient time-wasting way of 
doing business. Besides, in many coun- 
tries the Jaw demands that actual 
prices charged in the retail trada 


and two more are now Must be clearly shown. The same 


applies to establishments offering 
services to the general public. 

A bank accepting money on de- 
posit usually pays interest for the 
use of the sums put at its disposal. 
On the other hand, it charges in- 
terest on the loans it grants. It 
renders numerous services in the 
financial field, converts foreign cur- 
rency, buys and sells securities on 
behalf cf its customers, charging 
commissions for the work done. 

There is nothing special about this. 
The only thing peculiar about de- 
posits accepted, !oans granted and 
services rendered by banks, is the 
fact that the bank's terms are usual- 
ly not made known to its customers 
in advance. This is also in conflict 
with Israeli law, which demands 
that all retailers must show the 
price of their goods or services. 
Banks, as a rule, do not do this. 

‘What has to be paid to the bank 
is only shown when the invoice cr 
account is submitted, and often the 
customer does not understand even 
then what he is being charged and 
why. Computerized accounts general- 
ly indicate only the final amount 
that has to be paid without disclos- 
ing how that sum is made up, how 
much interest is being charged or 
what the commissions amount to. 

Normally, the customer pays, on 
the assumption that that 
is so neatly printed and calculated 
is correct. But in many cases, an 
uneasy feeling remains, Is it still 
possible that despite computers, the 
bank can make mistakes? And 
what about overcharging? AmTI pay- 
ing too much for the services I re- 
ceive? Am I getting enough in- 
terest on my credit balance? Does 
my bank pay, or charge, the same 
as other banks? 

This uneasy feeling is based part- 
ly on the general

This image 
is not very flattering. People are 
inclined to regard our banks as 
moneymaking institutions, which 
make immoderate profits by over- 
charging. How otherwise, they ask, 
ean banks afford, as a rule, to pay 
comparatively high salaries, give In 
to claims for extravagant pay in- 
creases, and still show rising profits 
and pay good dividends. 

Whether this image 15 correct is 
an open question. A proper analysis 
of banking business may show that 
banks generally make relatively mo- 
dest profits if good and bad times 
are both taken into consideration. If 
these profits, however, are related to 
the inadequate capital of those 
banks, the profits seem rather high. 
Most banks in this country are 
under-capltalized. 

But whether or not the image is 
correct, banks could improve the im- 
pression they make on thelr cus- 
tomers by publishing their prices. 
It would make bank statements 
easier to read and, most important, 
customers would know in advance 
what they were paying and could 
compare the of their own 
bank with those of competitors. 

In any case, by publishing their 
prices, banks would be complying 
with an existing law, which is ob- 
viously not being enforced. Why this 
is not done is incomprehensible; but 
it is a fact. 

One can understand that some 
banks object to publishing their 
prices because they want to be 
flexible, charging different custom- 
ers different sums for rendering 
the same services. Although the 
wisdom of doing business in this 
way is open to question, the publi- 
eation of prices would not prevent 
the grant of special discounts to 
favoured clients, or the payment of 
interest at a higher rate than that 
published in the interest chart to 
corporations depositing large sums. 
The published prices are the max- 
imum; discounts can always he 
granted. The same applies to com- 
missions. Interest rates payable are 
the minimum: nobody will object if 
the rate actually paid is higher.

The 
biggest failure was in the grain 
crop. The Soviet figures showed 
grain production of 168 million tons, 
far short of the 192 million tong 
targeted for the year. 

The Soviets had to buy an estimat- 
ed $2,800m. worth of grain from 
abroad, mainiy from the U.S. to 
make up the difference. 

Although the Soviets have blamed 
bad weather conditions for the crop 
shortages, diplomatic sources said 
the removal of Shevchenko may be 
an indication that the Soviet leader- 
ship also attributes the problem in 
part to administrative failures.

[He Labour Party resumed its “great debate” 
on the territortes yesterday, after a two- 
month interval, and found ftself more divided 
than ever on some of the basic questions con- 
cerning Israel's future. Everybody seems 
agreed ‘het oo move be made until there Is 
peace, but there is a wide variety of views 
as to how and within what borders Israel 
should seek to shape its future relations with 
its Arab neighbours, and particularly with the 
one and a quarter million Arabs in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Opinions range from the extreme view of 
Mr, Aryeh (“Lyove") Eliay, MK. who would 
Uke to wake up one day and find that we have 
“parted ways with the territories and their 
population" — as he put it in the opening 
Session of the debate four months ago — all 
the way to the Labour Party members of the 
Greater Israel movement, who would like sim- 
ply to have the present cease-fire Hines become 
Israel's permanent borders. 

Many participants In the debate so far have 
failed to come to grips with the essence of the 
problem — what to do in the territories until 
the hoped-for peace comes. Just sit back and 
wail, lest Israel be accused of foreclosing op- 
tions for peace? Or embark on new projects 
aimed at fostering Israel-Arab coexistence that 
has been built up painstakingly since June 
19677 A conspicuous element iv this debate is 
the shadow boxing that has been gving on 
between the so-called doves and hawks, both 
of whom disregard the fact that there is a 
great deal more agreement on basic issues 
than the antagonists would care to admit. 
Often, personal rivalries and differences, nour- 
ished by Labour's previous party components, 
take precedence over the common denominator 
that could be agreed upon more easily, were it 
not for factional loyalism. 

The debate came about originally at De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayzn's initiative, and 
with Prime Minicter Golda Meir's consent, to 
discuss the policies of the Party and the 
Government in the territories almost six years 
after the Six Day War, Accordingly, the terms 
of reference, as outlined at the opening session 
by Party Secretary-General Aharon Yadlin, 
were “to discuss the nature of coexistence 
until a final peace settlement.” aad oot to 
Graw maps for possible peace agreements, or 
for Jewish settlement in the territories. He 
wanted the party to consider relations with 
the neighbouring Arabs and “whether they re- 
Sard themselves as Palestinians, Jordanians or 
Jordanian-Palestinians." 


Debate broadens 


Tt was not by chance that the debate di- 
Stressed into the broader and more sontrover- 
sial Issues of map drawing, economic integra- 
tion, and the Ukely future ratio between Is- 
Yael's Jewish and arab populations. It would 
otherwise have been much more difficult 
toe attack the Government's present “open 
bridges” policy, which is to a large extent Mr. 
Dayan's brainchild. At an earlier stage Mrs. 
Meir said she was sorry thet the debate had 
Tanged so far, but meanwhile she has agreed 
that it Is useful, and is expected to give ex- 
pression to this view when she and Mr, Dayan 
sum up the discussion next month, after her 
return from Washington. 

One of the criticisms voiced against Mr. 
Dayan in the debate, was that he had in fact 
adopted a policy of “creeping annexation.” 
Although he has not yet spoken at the party 
forum, Mr. Dayan has gone on record only 
recently at various closed meetings to say 
that he is opposed to annexation, and that if 
the real alternative today were either to ab- 
sorb one million Arabs into the State or
